CHAFFEY PLUNGE - 
RECEIPTS $5,869, 
REPORT REVEALS 


Chaffey plunge receipts since 
the swimming pool opened to the 
public May 1 have amounted to 
$5855 as compared to $3450 in the 
summer of 1943, Daniel B. Milli- 
ken, comptroller, announced to- 
day. 

“This looks like a tremendous 
increase,” he commented, “but the 
difference ig not actually as much 
as it seems.” 

In 1943, he said, many soldiers 
used the plunge and it was open to 
the public for short periods only. 
During the 1944 season the pool 
was open to the public the entire 
season and is still in use. 

Average daily attendance has 
not been broken down but rough- 
ly approximates 160 persons. The 
peak attendance this year was 500, 
he said. ! 

He said the plunge is operated 
at cost but pays for itself and 
earns just a little more. 

“We do not attempt to make 
any great profit,” he declared. 
“There ig a slight balance which 
might be considered as_ profit 
which goes into the general school 
fund. 

“There are a number of expenses 
borne by the school which are not 
indicated in the plunge expense 
account and So there is virtually 
no vrofit.” 

When attendance is large, he 
stated, the plunge management 
must provide more lifeguards, 
more chemicals in the water, more 
janitor service and more laundry 
service, : 

Fred Clapp, plunge manager, 
stated the pool will be open to the 
public as long as desired and 
weather permits. It is open from 
8 to 4 o’clock after school, from 
10 a. m. to noon and from 1 p. m. 
to 4 o’tlock Saturdays and from 


1 to 4 o'clock Sunday afternoons.
